GRANVILLE, bay horse, foaled in 1933, won in succession the Belmont Stakes, the Classic, 
the Kenner, the Travers, the Saratoga Cup, the Lawrence Realization, and $111,820. 

GALLANT FOX, sire of GRANVILLE, won the Flash Stakes, the Junior Champion, the 
Wod Memorial, the Preakness, the Kentucky Derby, the Dwyer, the Belmont, the Classic, the 
Saratoga Cup, the Lawrence Realization, the Jockey Club Gold Cup, and $328,165, of which 
$308,275 was won as a 33-year-old, the record amount won by any horse in one year. In addition 
to GRANVILLE he is the sire of OMAHA, winner of the Kentucky Derby, the Preakness, the 
Belmont, the Dwyer Stakes, and the Classic.

In 
addition to GALLANT FOX he is the sire of the stakes winners Gallant Sir, High Quest, Tin- 
tagel, The Scout, Sir Andrew, Black Devil, Sir Ashley, Ormesby, Pardee, Galaday, Hadagal, 
Insco, Betty Derr, Pansy Walker, Escutcheon, Happy Gal, Motto, Iseult, Flying Gal, Sarada, 
Trumpery, Drawbridge, Proclivity, Special Agent, and Privileged. 

*TEDDY, sire of *SIR GALLAHAD III, was a premier sire in France, and a high-class race 
horse. Among his issue were Ortello, Asterus, Leonidas, “Aethelstan, Shred, Brumeux, and *Bull 
Dog, the latter a full brother to *Sir Gallahad III and a very successful sire in this country. 
In his first two crops in-this country *Teddy sired the stakes winners SUN TEDDY and 
CASE ACE. 

AJAX, sire of “TEDDY, was never beaten, winning all five of his starts, including the Grand 
Prix de Paris and the Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby), and $130,985. 

FLYING FOX, sire of AJAX, won the Two Thousand Guineas, the Derby, the St. Leger 
(Triple Crown), the Jockey Club Stakes, the Eclipse Stakes, and $203,200. He also sired Val 
d’Or, Jardy and *Adam. 

GRAVITA dam of Granville, was foaled in 1924. Granville is her fourth foal. The previous 
three, Opossum, Omarvitus, and Firelock, were winners. 

GRAVITATE, the next dam, is also the dam of Sir Andrew (Newmarket and Prince of 
Wales’ Stakes, Scarborough Sweepstakes), of Dominus (Bay Shore and Prince George Autumn 
Handicaps), and of the winners Prairie Fire, Camp Meade, and Miss Gravity (winner 1936 
at two). 

*LADY CARNOT was by Radium, the best staying son of Bend Or. She produced AGA 
KHAN, winner of the Lawrence Realization, Pierrepont Handicap (1!, miles in 2:0145), Amity- 
ville, Twin City, Continental, Yorktown, Washington, Pimlico Autumn, and Africander Handicaps, 
and $88,660. 

GRAVITATION, the next dam, produced four winners and the producer Kepler’s Law, dam 
of the stakes winner Legality. GRAVITATION was a full sister to WILLIAM THE THIRD, win- 
ner of the Newmarket, Wood Ditton, Lowther, Limekiln Stakes, Ascot Gold Cup, Doncaster Cup, 
and sire of Willonyx, Winkipop, Trois Temps, and *Nassovian. 

GRAVITY, dam of GRAVITATION, was a full sister to FLORENCE, winner of the Cam- 
bridgeshire with the record weight of 127 pounds, of the Manchester Cup, and of the Grand Prize 
at Baden Baden. Florence was grandam of the high-class race horse BEPPO (sire of Picaroon) 
and third dam of REIGH COUNT. 

ENIGMA, the next dam, is also the fifth dam of *STEFAN THE GREAT and SARCHEDON. 
Her daughter TACT was the dam of Amiable, winner of the One Thousand Guineas, Oaks, Park 
Hill Stakes, and of Manners, winner of the Great Yorkshire Stakes and Prince of Wales’ Stakes 
at Ascot.

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Distance Races 

E always feel a little guilty whenever we 

pick on race tracks for not offering more 
distance races. Apparently the tracks are doing 
what they can in that direction, but they find 
the going difficult. The racing secretary is con- 
fident his six-furlong races will fill; he feels he is 
taking chances when he puts in the condition 
book a race of more than a mile and a quarter. 
The horseman feels he is taking chances when 
he prepares a horse for a long race, since he 
knows that it may be called off because there 
are too few starters to satisfy a management 
which depends upon mutuel play for its profit. 
So distance racing is caught in an eddy from 
which it is most difficult to escape. 

We are glad to publish, elsewhere in this issue, 
a report which shows that some progress is 
being made. In 1936 there were run in North 
America 127 races of distances greater than a 
mile and a quarter. This is an increase of more 
than 100 per cent in the last two years. In 1933 
there were 55 races above the 10-furlong mark; 
in 1934, 59; in 1935, 88; in 1936, 127. Consider- 
ing the fact that more than 15,000 races at 
lesser distances were run during 1936, the figure 
for 1936 seems small indeed. But the fact that 
the longer races are increasing in number is 
encouraging. 

It is also encouraging that the number of 
starters in the longer races has held up well. 
The average field for the 127 distance races con- 
sidered was between seven and eight starters. 
Only seven of the races had as few as four 
starters. One race at a mile and a half had 14 
entries. 

Hialeah Park this year is going out of its way 
and spending money to encourage trainers to 
start their horses in iong races. We hope Mr. 
Widener’s plan proves successful, and we hope 
further that in a few years distance racing will 
have increased tenfold, not through extra re- 
wards to trainers, such aS now seem necessary, 
but through its own popularity. 

It seems to us that distance races are par- 
ticularly in order now. With tracks running the 
year round in several different sections of the 
country, increased demands for horses are being 


made, and it is not possible to increase the pro- 
duction of horses rapidly. The extra racing, 
therefore, must come from the horses we already 
have. A long race means a slower pace, and a 
slower pace means less strain, less unsoundness.

Licensing Handbooks 

T is a rather common thing these days for 

legislative halls to ring with declamations in 
favor of licensing and taxing handbooks. The 
arguments flow easily: The handbooks are going 
to operate anyway; as it is, they are beyond the 
control of the law; they handle a great deal of 
money; then let’s license them, make them 
respectable, and collect taxes. The nearest a bill 
of this sort has approached to becoming a law 
was in Illinois, where it took a governor’s veto 
to prevent it. But the agitation continues, and it 
seems quite possible that some state may event- 
ually attempt to license bookmakers. 

Very likely a law of this sort would bring 
about a better regulation of this parasitic in- 
dustry. Low enforcement officers who could not 
now find a handbook on a merry-go-round in 
the middle of Main Street would display an un- 
believable ingenuity in finding handbooks for 
taxing purposes. 

The sport of racing is already arrayed in the 
trappings of so much betting machinery that it 
is sometimes almost indistinguishable as a sport. 
The horses start from a stall gate which looks 
like a factory. They are plastered over with 
numbers. They finish to the grinding of cameras. 
Their saliva is tested for stimulants. An instru- 
ment board records the progress of the betting 
and the result of the race in terms of money. 
Now, as if the horse were not already sufficiently 
obscured by the totalizator and the appendages 
it has made necessary, certain legislators want 
to complete the job by licensing handbooks. Then 
might the tail wag the dog to death. 

Handbooks, though they are known to be ene- 
mies of racing, are so firmly fixed, so much in 
popular demand that only the most profound 
measures would be effective against them.

A TRAINER’S DIARY 


By VENTURE ALL 


ECEMBER 28. Another fine Florida morn- 
ing. First set was on way to track at the 
crack of dawn, and work went along briskly all 
morning. Track dry on the front stretch, and 
strangely enough, sloppy on the back stretch 
from three-quarter pole to half-mile pole. Must 
have had a freak shower during the night over 
there. Sent Friendly five-eighths in 1:03, hold- 
ing him up through the stretch, as I only wished 
him to go in about 1:05. Sister breezed an easy 
half, as did Blackie. Sent the two chestnut year- 
ling colts their first three-eighths. Was anxious 
that they make a good close turn into the 
straightaway, for if they learn to run out at the 
head of the stretch, it is hard to break them of 
the fault. They went straight and well, just gal- 
loping the distance in :382;. The light chestnut 
seemed to be hardly more than cantering, and the 
dark one to care little whether he ran or not. 
The latter is the untroubled kind, which will need 
waking-up before he will exert himself. Plenty 
of time for that. The two bays, filly and colt, 
went faster, three-eighths in :3745. Colt very 
rank and inclined to bear out somewhat. Filly 
has beautiful action, and is definitely my second 
best yearling. The light chestnut colt seems pest. 
Ran Fig six furlongs this afternoon. She took 
the top and ran with good speed most of the 
way, but tired and finished out of money. Think 
her left knee is bothering her, but hope not. 


DECEMBER 29. Another grand morning, with 
the first set going trackward in the first light. 
Track was very fast, as horses worked with little 
effort, Sister and Gretchen going six furlongs in 
1:12°5. Am high on Sister, and think without 
accident she is going to be a good filly this coming 
year. She gave the 3-year-old about 33 pounds 
by the scale, and only galloped to her. Friendly 
worked a mile in 1:41, and is ont far from a race. 
Worked the chestnut yearling filly with Glow 
three-eighths mile in :39, as I do not like year- 
lings working alone. Brushed Devil through the 
stretch, as he was to run this afternoon. Star, 
Village, Goldie, and Blackie galloped once around. 
Others walked. Fig has a sore knee sure enough, 
and it will have to be blistered. 


Devil finished second in 1:11%;5 race this after- 
noon, having run the half mile in :45 flat. I 
thought he was home, but he weakened slightly 
at the end to be beaten narrowly. Big crowd at 
the track, and money circulating freely. 


DECEMBER 30. Light galloped for the first time 
since arriving in Florida this morning. He has 
got pretty soft, so he was good and wet after 
his trip around, but cooled out well and easily. 
Blackie blew out for a race tomorrow, five-eighths 
in 1:03. Star had a three-furlong breeze in :38. 
Goldie, Glow, and the yearlings galloped. Others 
walked. Took the chestnut yearling colts to the 
Bahr gate for the first time this morning. They 
did not see anything strange in its appearance, 
and walked into stalls without any hesitation and 
stood as long as I wished them to. After paint- 
ing all the ailing legs and making entries for to- 
morrow of Blackie and Gretchen, administering 
doses of sweet spirits of nitre to some whose kid- 
neys appeared to need it, I was all through be- 
fore feeding time, which is always at 11 a. m. 
sharp. Fig’s knee seems quite bad, s>) she may

not pay her way South. However, you never can 
tell until you have tried ‘em. Running nothing 
today, so I took an afternoon off and went to the 
beach for a swim. 


DECEMBER 31. Light and Friendly galloped 
once around and Glow made two turns of the 
track. Goldie breezed a half in :49, and the 
chestnut yearling colts worked together three- 
eighths mile in :36%;, the light chestnut merely 
galloping, and the other not caring much what 
he did. Bay colt and bay filly went three-eighths 
in :37 very easily, especially the filly, whose 
sweeping stride is about faultless. Others walked. 

Blackie and Gretchen vanned over to Tropical 
Park to race, leaving at 12 noon, the trip requir- 
ing only half an hour. Blackie, as usual, took 
command, only to stop in the stretch, and finished 
out of the money. She seems still to be too fat 
inside to be able to run more than five furlongs 
without distress, despite all the training I have 
given her. Gretchen just refuses to extend her- 
self in a race. She is a rogue of the worst kind, 
and I am wondering what I will have to do to 
her to make her try. 


JANUARY 1, 1937. Another day and another 
year, and beginning with a mishap. Goldie has 
a filled tendon, and is a bit lame. Had to scratch 
him from a race in which I expected him to do 
well today, and from appearances Goldie will 
take a long rest in Florida. Light galloped, but 
went a bit choppy, so more walking and paint- 
ing will be the order for him for some days. 
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Glow, Sister, Star galloped once around, Village 
twice around, and Fig galloped with the pony. 
Devil galloped once around and breezed a quar- 
ter in :24 through the stretch. Friendly went 
jive-eighths in 1:05, and the chestnut filly went 
three furlongs alone in :38. All the horses had 
i birthday today, automatically becoming another 
year older. So from here out I have no yearlings 
down here. They are now 2-year-olds, and eligi- 
ble to begin racing. How quickly does the Thor- 
oughbred take on the responsibilities of life, and 
begin to win his way. 


JANUARY 2. Devil, Star, Village and the year- 
lings galloped. Sister and Fig went once around 
with the pony. The latter is nursing her knee, 
so when she began walking to cool out, I painted 
the knee with silver-blister. Glow breezed three- 
eighths in :37 and galloped out a half in :52. 
Friendly went a handy mile in 1:412;5. He is 
looking better every day, and I have great hopes 
for him. Other horses in the stable walked. The 
entry I made yesterday of Devil in a “soft spot” 
for him, failed to go, the race not filling. With 
my trusty pliers I pulled a couple of caps (teeth) 
that were ready to shed, one from Sister’s mouth, 
and the other from Friendly’s. Had several legs 
to paint with strong absorbent. I never trust 
this to the men, as I want to know how much 
paint is used, how hard it is rubbed in, and just 
where it goes. Wind-puffs and minor injuries 
usually yield to this treatment. 


JANUARY 3. My top exercise boy remarked to 
a negro rubber, ‘Well, the radio says this is Sun- 
day. I wouldn't have known it otherwise.’’ Work 
on the race track goes on just the same, day in 
and out, holidays and Sundays notwithstanding. 
It would be nice if we could wrap the horses in 
cellophane and lock them up over Sundays, but 
they have to be groomed, fed, watered, doctored, 
and exercised on Sundays as on other days. Sis- 
ter and Star breezed an easy half mile in :50. 
Blackie and Village each made two turns of the 
track, as I am trying to sweat off some of their 
excess fat, and both got fairly warm and lathered 
in almost three miles of continuous galloping. 
Shifted my 2-year-old sets today, putting the 
light chestnut colt in with the bay filly, and the 
da:k chestnut colt with the bay colt. Sent the 
colt and filly out to work, instructing the boys 
that I wanted to go a little faster, but not better 
than three-eighths in :36, and to allow them to 
gallop out a half in about :50. I was alarmed 
when my watch started off in :11°;5, quarter in 
:22%5, and caught the three-eighths in :34!; for 
the colt, with the filly a length behind him, and 
then both galloped out and pulled up in :48%;5. 
Thus it is that one’s boys can in a few seconds, 
by only a little mistake in judgment of pace, 
imperil all the work one has done, and even your 
investment. These young things have only done 
comparatively slow work, and I would not have 
asked them for speed approaching this for some 
weeks yet. If this work does not cause them to 
knock off of their feed, buck their shins, or get 
speed-crazy, I am lucky indeed. However, it 
proves conclusively that I did not misplace my 
confidence in the class of these two juveniles. 
That is just about as fast as horses go, and the 
colt seemed to be doing it easily, and under a 
good steadying hold in the reins. After I got done 
“telling” the boys, the next set went their three- 
eighths in :3645 and out a half in :51, which is 


all they required. 


DISTANCE RACES 


URING the year 1936, according to statistics 

compiled in the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
127 races in North America were at distances 
greater than 1',; miles. This is a greater num- 
ber of such races than have been run in any year 
since THE BLOOD-HORSE began to keep figures on 
the subject in order to show into what neglect 
this very important phase of the sport has fallen. 
The increase over the three previous vears is 
shown in the following table:

It will be noted that the number of races at 
11. miles has almost doubled over 1935, while 
the number at two miles has been cut in half. 
Fourteen races at distances greater than two 
miles were decided in 1936, as compared with 
12 in 1935. 

The total! number of starters in the 127 races 
was 748, an average of 7.4 horses per race. For 
the 63 races at 1's. miles or less the starters 
totaled 455, average 7.2 horses per race. In the 
64 races at more than 1!. miles there were 493 


- 


starters, average 7.7. 

Among the 55 races at 1!. miles there were 
four which had four starters, four races with 
five starters, 14 with six starters, 10 with seven 
starters, 11 with eight starters, seven with nine 
starters, three with 10 starters, one with 12 
starters, one with 14 starters. One of the two- 
mile races had four starters, and the other 12 
had fields ranging from six to nine. One of the 
races at 2!, miles had 12 starters. 

The longest races of the year, two events at 
2', miles, were both the work of Joseph A. 
Murphy and were run at tracks under his man- 
agement. Qn August 15 at Thistle Down Park, 
the Endurance Stakes, $1,500 added, was won by 
Alsang, son of Kai-Sang. On October 31 at River 
Downs another 18-furlong race, with a purse of 
$1,500, was decided, the winner being Almac, by 
Macaw. There were seven starters in each of 
these races. The second longest stakes race of 
the year, the Detroit Endurance Stakes, at two 
miles and 70 yards, was also won by Almac. 

The Jockey Club Gold Cup, most valuable 
stakes event among the longest races, was run 
at Belmont Park in October. It drew four 
starters, and was won by Count Arthur, son of 
Reigh Count. 


The tracks which did most toward promoting 
distance races included Bay Meadows, Thistle 
Down Park, River Downs, Detroit, Hastings 
Park, Longacres, Dufferin Park, Long Branch, 
Lansdowne Park, Brighouse Park, Narragansett 
Park, and Arlington Downs.

PEDIGREE POINTS - 
Bold Venture 


HE announcement that arrangements have 

been made to stand Morton L. Schwartz’s 
Kentucky Derby-Preakness winner Bold Venture 
at Mereworth Stud, Lexington, will be welcome 
news to Kentucky breeders. There is plenty of 
room for a first-class young stallion of the Ison- 
omy male line, and this one has credentials 
enough to make him very popular. He is the best 
son of *St. Germans, with the exception of 
Twenty Grand, which, in my book, was a great 
horse, but which unfortunately has not succeeded 
in producing any offspring. (Incidentally, Bold 
Venture’s time, 2:03%5, has been beaten only 
twice, by Twenty Grand and Old Rosebud.) Bold 
Venture is also probably the best race horse pro- 
duced by a daughter of Ultimus. Thus he repre- 
sents the finest qualities of two of the most pow- 
erful bloodstrains available. 

A principal item which has made the Isonomy 
line important to breeders in the last few years 
is the fact, smartly advertised by the owners 
of the good young sire *Challenger II, that three 
Kentucky Derby winners of the last six years 
(Twenty Grand, Cavalcade, Bold Venture) have 
been grandsons of Swynford, and that four 
Epsom Derby winners in the last eight years 
have been by Blandford, son of Swynford, and 
another a son of *Blenheim II, by Blandford. 
Thus Swynford (by John o’ Gaunt, by Isinglass, 
by Isonomy) has established a powerful dynasty 
both in England and in America. 

As a 2-year-old Bold Venture, trained by Max 
Hirsch, showed great speed in his workouts, and 
though he had more excuses than victories, his 
hard luck stories were of the most legitimate va- 
riety. That his class was generally recognized 
was shown by the fact that he was favorite in 
every start as a 2-year-old, except in the Arling- 
ton Futurity, in which he lost his rider and ran 
away before the start. The Arlington Park test 
and the Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga were the 
only stakes in which Bold Venture started at two, 
and he was placed in neither. In the Arlington 
Futurity he was not asked to extend himself after 
his mishap, and in the Hopeful he was in close 
quarters and unable to get through. Because he 
was not in the spotlight at two, a brief summary 
of his races may be in order here: 

June 1. Belmont Park. maidens, five furlongs, level 
weights: Second to *Delphinium, beaten four lengths; 
raced green, gaining at end, beating Gleeman, Teddy 
Haslam, Fra Diavolo. Stubbs, Flying Carpet, Waster. 

July 1, Aqueduct, maidens. five furlongs, level weights: 
Odds-on favorite in field of nine; met early inter- 
ference, but came from behind in stretch to win by 
head from Knowing, which was six lengths ahead of 
third horse. 

July 29, Arlington Park, allowances, 5!, furlongs: Car- 
ried 112 pounds, fell on way to post, lost much ground 
in running. tired in drive, finished fourth, was bleed- 
ing from mouth when pulled up. Beaten by Sang- 
real (112), He Did (106), Rollin Home (112). 

August 3, Arlington Park, Arlington Futurity. six fur- 
longs: Unseated rider before start, cantered off seven 
furlongs before being caught, was not persevered with 
in race, finished last in field of 15, after running last 
practically all the way. ; 

August 19, Saratoga, allowances, six furlongs: Odds-on 
favorite. with 116 pounds up. ran second to filly Gold 
Mesh all the way. losing ground in stretch, and being 
beaten three lengths, finishing ahead of Faust, Prank, 
Headliner. Had no excuses. 

August 22, Saratoga, Lake George Purse (first division), 
51. furlongs: Carried 11415 pounds (Workman), won 
by length from Granville (110), which was ahead of 
Transporter, Proclivity, Goldeneye, Prevention, Know- 
ing. Beaunada, etc. 

August 26, Saratoga, allowances, six furlongs: Carried

115 pounds, caught Grand Slam (122) in stretch, 

crowded him near eighth pole, went on to win by a 

length and a half. Grand Slam finished second, ahead 

of Transporter, Danise M., Seabiscuit, Jean Bart, 

Blind Barney, Gershwin. Time, 1:12. 

August 31, Saratoga, Hopeful Stakes, 61. furlongs: Car- 
ried 117 pounds, never able to find running room, fin- 
ished ninth in field of 17, about five lengths behind 
the winner, Red Rain. 

Thus Bold Venture ended his first season of 
racing without having justified the high hopes 
which had been held for him. In the early 
months of 1936 he was consequently overlooked, 
except by those who knew his story intimately. 
At three he ran three times and proved himself. 
He won a race at a mile and 70 yards at Jamaica 
April 16, then won the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness on successive Saturdays. These were 
two of the hardest races ever asked of a Thor- 
oughbred a week apart. In the Derby he had to 
battle Brevity, a grand horse, down to the last 
millimeter, and in the Preakness he just headed 
Granville, which, after Bold Venture’s retirement 
due to a bowed tendon, went on to become the 
year’s outstanding performer. I doubt whether 
Bold Venture was a horse of ‘higher class than 
Granville, but the record indicates that they could 
have been classified in the same pigeonhole. 

The first consideration concerning Bold Ven- 
ture’s pedigree is that he was sired by *St. Ger- 
mans. Like others of the get of that son of 
Swynford, he reached the peak of his racing form 
at three, but he also had the precocious speed 
which is associated with the descendants of Ulti- 
mus. However, I suppose that mare owners, in 
selecting mates for him, will be guided largely by 
the successes of his sire. 

On this line, the arrows point very definitely to 
the American strains of Ben Brush, Domino, 
Hanover, and Fair Play. Twenty Grand, of 
course, and Collateral, were out of mares by *All 
Gold (Persimmon, Bend Or), but the name of 
Broomstick or Ben Brush appears in the pedigree 
of the dam of each of *St. Germans’ 16 stakes 
winners, with the exception of Clotho, Sparta, 
Gean Canach, and Giant Killer. In 10 of these 
pedigrees (Twenty Grand, St. Brideaux, The 
Darb, Carry Over, Collateral, Rose Cross, Mem- 
ory Book, Tatterdemalion, Gosling, and Remind- 
ing) will be found the name of Broomstick. In 
the other two (Easy Day, Jungle King), the Ben 
Brush strain comes through Delhi. Rose Cross 
and Carry Over are out of daughters of Whisk 
Broom II, by Broomstick. 

The Domino line has assisted in the produc- 
tion of several of *St. Germans’ best get, notably 
through Peter Pan (St. Brideaux, The Darb, Col- 
lateral, Memory Book, Gosling, Tatterdemalion), 
Celt (Easy Day), and Ultimus (Sparta). Giant 
Killer is out of Escadrille, by Man o’ War, and, 
reversing the situation, Matey, one of the best 
2-year-olds of 1936, is by Man o’ War out of a 
*St. Germans mare, Tavy. Stakes winners by 
“St. Germans out of *Chicle mares are Gosling 
and Tatterdemalion. 

The sending of Broomstick blood to the court 
of Bold Venture is also indicated by the Ultimus 
blood on the bottom side of his pedigree. It has 
become almost an axiom in Thoroughbred breed- 
ing that success follows the Ben Brush-Domino 
cross. (Personally, as I have explained many 
times, I don’t go in for these so-called affinities, 
but who am I? Everyone else does.) 

It seems to me that bloodlines principally in- 
dicated for Bold Venture’s mates are those of 
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BETTY’'S 
Mrs. 


S Buppy, Betty up. 
John Bosley, Jr., 
is a pet 
Chase Me 
daughters before he began his remarkable racing 


Any horse owned by 
or a member of her family 
and is very likely to be a stakes winner. 
was a buddy of Mrs. Bosley’s two 


career. Now the family’s pet is Betty’s Buddy, 
a colt by Bud Lerner out of Nettle, by Fayette. 
At two last year Betty’s Buddy won the Endur- 
ance Handicap at Bowie. He is shown here with 
9-year-old Betty Bosley, who shares ownership of 
the colt with her mother. 


Fair Play, Broomstick, Domino (through any 
successful channel), Cyllene, *Rock Sand, *Teddy, 
Hampton, Spearmint, Roi Herode, Sundridge. 
These are specified not because of any particu- 
lar nick, but because they represent the best 
strains which he lacks. He should also be given 
good quantities of St. Simon, Bend Or, and Ison- 
omy blood, for his dosage of these is not high. 
The bottom quarter of the pedigree of Bold 
Venture is quite as interesting as the upper part, 
if not as well known. Lida Flush, his second 
dam, was a chestnut mare, foaled in 1910, bred 
by F. D. (Dixie) Knight at what is now Henry 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm, near Lexington, which, 
incidentally, is now the home of Possible, Bold 


Venture’s dam. Henry Knight, I understand, 
bought Possible from the Morton L. Schwartz 


dispersal largely because of the connection with 
his family. Mr. Knight’s father, William Knight, 


bred Lida Flush’s half-brother Claude, famous 
for four Derby victories, at the same farm in 


1900. Lida Flush, which did not race, was sired 
by “Royal Flush III and was one of about a 
dozen mares by that sire to produce foals in 
America. 

The story of *Royal Flush III is quite familiar 
to the older generation of horsemen who knew 
John A. Drake and the late Enoch Wishard. In 
December, 1899, Mr. Wishard, an American 
trainer, bought the horse (then temporarily lame) 
at the Newmarket sales, paying 400 guineas. 
Royal Flush III (the asterisk and numeral were 
not added until his arrival in America) was then 
6 vears old and a high-class sprinter. That year 
he had won four of his eight starts. The follow- 
ing year, 1900, he raced as the property of John 
A. Drake, and was trained by Enoch Wishard. 
After four defeats he took up 98 pounds and, rid- 
den - John Reiff, won the Royal Hunt Cup at 
As bringing off a betting coup that is usually 
est imated at half a million dollars in winnings 
for Mr. Drake. Later he won the Stewards’ Cup 


at Goodwood, another of England’s outstanding 
sprint stakes. He started twice as an 8-year-old 
in 1901, but was beaten on each occasion, and in 
September, 1901, he was brought to America by 
H. Eugene Leigh and was sent to James B. Hag- 
gin’s Rancho del Paso in California. He was 
among the stock which Mr. Haggin later moved 
to Elmendorf at Lexington. Despite the vast re- 
sources of the Haggin stud, he was apparently 
not much used. He sired no outstanding horses; 
the best of his get probably was Firestone, which, 
as a 2-year-old in 1905, won the first part of the 
Double Event, and at four won the Aqueduct and 


New Rochelle Handicaps and Nassau Selling 
Stakes. The only stakes winners produced by 


daughters of *Royal Flush III, as far as I can 
make out, were Lord Brighton and Stanwix, and 
these, incidentally, were full brothers, by Ballot 
out of Miss Crittenden. 

Lida H., third dam of Bold Venture, produced 
Claude, winner of four Derbys and other stakes, 
and five other winners, including Claudia, dam of 
the stakes winner Prince of Como. Lida H. was 
by Lisbon out of Luella, by Wanderer (by Lex- 
ington) out of Lute Edger, by Jerome Edger, 
next dam Lute (dam of Virginius; grandam of 
Troubadour; ancestress of numerous other high- 
class horses), by Lexington. Her sire, Lison, was 
by *Phaeton, by *King Tom, and was out of 
*Lady Love, by Stockwell or Caterer (by Stock- 
well), and since both King Tom and Stockwell 
were out of Pocahontas, Lisbon was closely in- 
bred to that great mare. Lida H.’s dam, Luella, 
was even more closely inbred to Lexington. For 
concentration of old-fashioned American blood, 
the pedigree of Luella, fourth dam of Bold Ven- 
ture, is something to behold:

Lulu Horton 
Star Davis, in the above pedigree, though he 


was foaled in 1849, lived to sire Day Star, winner 
of the Kentucky Derby of 1878. He was by 
*Glencoe out of Margaret Wood, daughter of 
Maria West. Zenobia, dam of Jerome Edger, was 
bred by Henry Clay. Lulu Horton, at the bottom 
of the pedigree, was by *Albion out of Martha 
Dunn, by *Sovereign, and in tail-female goes 
back to *Silver, one of the earliest foundation 
mares of the Thoroughbred breed brought to 
America. Martha Dunn’s dam was sixth dam of 
Old Rosebud and fourth dam of Go Between. 
Martha Dunn’s seventh dam was Sally Painter, 
whose parents, both imported, both greys, were 
son and daughter of the Belsize Arabian, himself 
brought to America, after standing six years in 
England. 

According to Mankato, to whom nothing Amer- 
ican is either valuable or valid, even though 
it may have been purchased from England: 
“Neither of these scions of the Belsize Arabian 
are in the Stud Book, and nothing is known of 
their dams.’ According to the American Stud 
Book, *Silver traces to Old Bald Peg, of the No. 
6 family. According to Miss Margaret Bayliss’ 
Matriarchy of the American Turf, “in the revised 
English Stud Book she is entered under the name 
Sylva.” That’s out of my bailiwick. Maybe John 
L. O’Connor would say the final word. 

But the breeding of Bold Venture’s fifteenth 
dam won't be very important in determining his 
stud success.

Outside Chance 


T Santa Anita Park on New Year's Day (of 

all times}, the photographic finish camera 
called Bahamas victor over Chartres in the sup- 
porting feature. The weird part of it was that 
Bahamas was on the inside, and the camera, as 
all well uninformed people know, favors the 
outside horse. It almost sounds like a New Year's 
resolution, doesn't it? 

At Tropical Park, a few days earlier, the 
camera had been booed in a close decision. Next 
day, with the camera not working, judges were 
booed in a close decision. One cannot avoid the 
thought that if the recording angel (who is 
reported to have good eyesight) called a close 
decision he would be booed aiso. The philosophy 
of bettors seems to be this: “If you lose, make 
a squawk and see if anything comes of it.”’ 

Like all persons who have used their eyes 
Over any appreciable number of years, I have 
secn a good many things that didn’t happen. A 
few years ago I saw, very distinctly, a horse 
finish fifth in the Derby, and on testimony of 
judges, chart makers, reporters, jockey, and 
owner, he finished eighth. There have been other 
instances—-enough to convince me that in rapid 
action one can see things that aren't and fail 
to see things that are. And I have handled 
cameras enough to realize that they aren’t af- 
fected by excitement, astigmatism, short-sighted- 
ness, or relucance to admit losing a bet. I be- 


lieve anyone who will take the trouble to test 
both his own eves and a camera will come to 
realize that the commonest sort of camera, 


mounted far enough away from the track that 
the image will not blur, is more dependable than 
even highly trained eyes. 

I know a story about a magician which is 
much too long to tell. But it deals with his treat- 
ment of a spectator who explained, after each 
trick, “he had it up his sleeve.” So with the 
camera. Cameras have been mounted on both 
sides of the track and have checked with each 
other. Cameras have been mounted directly over 
the finish and have checked with the regular 
finish camera. Cameras have been checked with 
still objects lying on the track, and with heads 
mounted on automobiles driven down the track, 
with their relative positions accurately measured, 
and, lately, by the Bureau of Standards. But no 
matter what test is applied, there is a monoto- 
nous chorus: “The camera favors the outside 
horse.”” I think we need that magician again. 


Organizer 


EGRETS have been expressed in a goodly 

number of racing publications for the resig- 
nation of Walter H. Donovan from the Florida 
Racing Commission, the resignation itself being 
of course the result of political changes in 
Florida. Though I usually do not care much 
for band wagons, I must get on this one. There 
are very probably racing commissioners who 
know more of racing than Mr. Donovan; in- 
deed there are a number of commissioners who 
own and race their own horses. But there are 
very certainly none with a greater capacity for 
organization, for taking scattered and confused 
pieces and making something recognizable out 
of them. Mr. Donovan's latest achievement of

course is the organization of the American Turf 
Alliance. I do not know what this association 
will come to, and there are times, on cold and 
dreary Mondays, when I suspect it will not come 
to a great deal. But getting it formed at all 
was something of a feat in itself. The American 
Turf, to paraphrase Professor Leacock, has been 
galloping off in all directions about as madly 
as anything I know. Right now it needs or- 
ganization more than it needs rules or reforms 
or reduced take-outs. And Mr. Donovan, while 
he may be many other praiseworthy things as 
well, is an organizer of the most capable sort. 
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Guessing Game 


OOD arguments, on the Turf at least, are 

those that are beyond the possibility of 
settlement. Whether Whisk Broom II actually 
ran his mile and a quarter in two minutes flat; 
what Sir Barton might have done against Man 
o’ War if he hadn't been out of condition; whether 
Zev actually did beat In Memoriam in their dis- 
puted finish; and whether the current leading 
performer could have beaten Sysonby, Sarazen, 
Domino, Twenty Grand, and others he can never 
face—-all these are grist to the mill. 

A good start for 1937 is this: Which stallion 
was leading sire in 1936? Statistics published by 
Daily Racing Form give the get of *Sickle 
$209,800, followed by Stimulus with $194,045. But 
$29,600 of *Sickle’s total was earned by Brevity, 
which is down in the record as being by Chance 
Shot or *Sickle. If *Sickle is actually the sire, 
as is commonly accepted, then the figures are 
right. But if Ormonda was in foal to Chance 
Shot, then *Sickle’s total should be $180,200. 

Last spring, after several readers had written 
to inquire about Brevity’s male parentage, I 
settled the matter to my own satisfaction by 
asking Miss Daysie Procter, of Elmendorf Farm, 
about the breeding dates. Ormonda went to 
Chance Shot on May 2. She went to *Sickle on 
May 19 and May 21. Brevity was foaled on May 
9 following. If Ormonda had been in foal to 
Chance Shot, I reasoned, she would have been 
some 37 days overdue, putting aside the fact 
that had she been in foal she would hardly have 
“shown” to *Sickle. Since she had never been 
more than ten days overdue previously, I had 
what I thought—-and still suppose—to be a solid 
case. 

But later last spring, on June 2, the C. V. 
Whitney mare Swinging foaled a sister to Equi- 
poise, after being covered on March 28 of the pre- 
vious year. She had carried her foal 401 days, 
was approximately 60 days over due. So almost 
anything can happen. Personally, I thought I 
saw the fine and delicately molded *Sickle in 
Brevity, rather than the bigger and somewhat 
more rugged Chance Shot. But good horsemen 
have declared themselves dubious, as good horse- 
men do on both sides of most questions. 

So, in the light of these facts, is *Sickle or 
Stimulus the leading sire of 1936?

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FLORIDA 
TROPICAL PARK CLOSING 

HE 26-day meeting at Tropical Park closed 

Tuesday of this week, January 12, and Pro- 
moter William V. Dwyer sat down to consider 
the results of the best meeting ever heid by the 
Gables Racing Association. Though the meeting 
opened earlier then wou'd have been considered 
safe two or three seasons ago, crowds were large 
and play was heavy from the beginning. At the 
end the first 23 days of the 26-day session, the 
mutuel turnover had reached $4,187,175, an aver- 
age of $182,051 daily. Since Tropical Park offers 
$700 purses and gives no large stakes, its margin 
of profit was probably comfortable, at least. For 
the first 23 days of the track’s first meeting of 
last winter the turnover was $3,340,944, average 
$149,606 daily. 


The Tropical Park meeting has been marked 
by good racing, but has boasted no high-class 
fields. The form of horses has not been alto- 
gether regular, and only about 30 per cent of the 
favorites have won. Most of the upsets have 
gone without official notice, but on January 9 
the stewards considered the result of the third 
race, in which the heavily played favorite Sam 
Worthy ran a very slow race and a longshot, 
Dreamy Isle, was the winner. Apparently they 
decided that Sam Worthy ran poorly because he 
bled during the running and that Dreamy Isle 
improved because of a bad ride in her previous 
race. The entry of Sam Worthy was ordered 
refused “until officially passed upon by the vet- 
erinarian” and Jockey E. Gorman was notified 
not to accept any more mounts at the meeting 
because of his incompetent ride on Dreamy Isle 
in the latter’s previous race. Thus the stewards 
explained one of the upsets of form. 

Wednesday, January 13, will see the opening of 
Hialeah Park and Joseph E. Widener’s answer 
to the up-and-doing Santa Anita Park, flower 
of West Coast racing. The greatest meeting in 
the history of Hialeah is anticipated, to be 
featured by the running of the $20,000 added 
Flamingo Stakes (the former Florida Derby) on 
February 27 and the $50,000 added Widener Han- 
dicap on March 6. 

The Hialeah Park track has had a new layer 
of topsoil added. The stewards’ and judges’ 
boxes have been moved to the roof of the grand- 
stand. A new enclosure for the winners of races 
has been fenced off, in front of the grandstand, 


but beaten horses will retire to the unsaddling 
paddock at the rear of the grandstand, as in 
previous years. New boxes have been provided 
in the club house. 


But the most important venture of the coming 
meeting, as far as horsemen are concerned, is 
the use of the Reuben Gray barrier, commonly 
called the Australian barrier, for all 2-year-old 
races. This step marks the test of one of Mr. 
Widener’s most cherished ambitions—to rid the 
American Turf of the mechanical stall starting 
gates, “those contraptions,” as he calls them. 
Thus far he has not yet enlisted the entire sym- 
pathy of trainers and jockeys in his effort. 

Feature of the opening day at Hialeah Park 
will be the Inaugural Handicap, with $3,500 
added, which has attracted the nominations of 
26 horses, including Empty Bottle, Tintagel, 
Whopper, and several other stakes winners. 
Whopper has been working well of late and may 
become one of the stars of the meeting. Another 
“comeback” candidate which has been going well 
is Brevity, owned by Mr. Widener himself, win- 
ner of last year’s Florida Derby and a leading 
prospect for the rich Widener Handicap. 


TOO MUCH EXPENSE 

In his inaugural speech at Tallahassee January 
5, Florida’s new governor, Fred Cone, rapped 
State expenses, saying: 

“The Racing Commission has wasted enough 
money to give every county two or three thou- 
sand more dollars for schools.” 

But according to the apparently friendly Miami 
Daily News, outgoing Gov. Dave Sholtz left office 
with a balanced State budget, with a treasury 
balance two and one-half times greater than 
when he was inaugurated. 


CAPITULATION 

Since early in the Tropical Park meeting, 
officials have insisted that a ruling of the 
Florida Racing Commission, prohibiting the 
sending of certain types of messages from the 
tracks, be enforced. Western Union operators, 
taking the position that messages given it were 
confidential, refused to submit to censorship. 
Daily, Tropical Park officials ordered the closing 
of Western Union offices just before racing be- 
gan, escorted its employees from the grounds. 
On January 8 Western Union reconsidered its 
opinion on the confidential nature of messages, 
submitted to censorship, re-opened its offices. 
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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA PARK 

INCE the opening of Santa Anita Park on 

Christmas Day, Californians have been ex- 
plaining to visitors that it is the coldest and 
worst weather they have had in 15 years. Last 
Saturday the smoke from smudge pots lighted 
to protect the citrus crop was so thick at Arcadia 
that the Santa Anita backstretch could hardly 
be seen from the grandstand. The unseasonable 
weather, which included several rains, has had 
the effect of keeping some of the better horses 
out of competition and giving the cheaper racers 
a chance at the $1,000 purses. But nothing seems 
to affect the prosperity of the Los Angeles Turf 
Club, and the Santa Anita mutuel turnover con- 
tinued its amazing way. On Saturday, January 
2, the day’s play was $736,994, and during the 
subsequent week-days it ran well above $350,000 
daily. 

Principal news of the actual racing has come 
from the succession of victories scored by the 
stable of Alfred G. Vanderbilt. Trainer J. H. 
(Bud) Stotler probably has the largest stable of 
horses in the world in his charge, and he is 
making full use of those he parceled out for the 
Santa Anita meeting. High point of the Vander- 
bilt successes was reached last Friday, January 
8, when three horses brought the young owner’s 
colors home to victory. Out of the first three 
2-year-olds which carried the Vanderbilt silks 
at Santa Anita, two were winners, and one, the 
filly Balking, by Balko out of Bodega, by 
Coventry, equaled the world’s record for three 
furlongs set last winter by her stablemate Air- 
_ flame. 


PATTY CAKE’S VICTORY 


At the Saratoga yearling sales of 1935, Col. E. 
R. Bradley’s consignment from Idle Hour Stock 
Farm, Lexington, included the highest-priced colt 
($20,000) and the highest-priced filly ($6,600), 
both sired by Blue Larkspur. The colt, bought in 
for the account of Colonel Bradley, turned out 
to be Brooklyn, which at the end of the 1936 sea- 
son Handicapper J. B. Campbell placed at the top 
of his “experimental handicap.”’ Brooklyn is now 
at Idle Hour Farm and there is a growing no- 
tion that he may become Colonel Bradley's fifth 
winner of the Kentucky Derby. The filly, now 
named Patty Cake, was purchased by Norman W. 
Church. She started racing in January of her 
2-year-old season at Santa Anita Park, broke her 
maiden in her fourth start, at Tanforan. She did 
not start again until July. During that month 
she raced three times at Arlington Park, winning 
one race and in the other two finishing second to 
Oddesa Girl and Yellow Tulip. She was absent 
from the races until October, when she came out 
and won two races at Tanforan. She was then 
“spelled” again, until the meeting at Santa Anita 
Park. 

Last Saturday, January 11, Patty Cake scored 
an easy victory in the second running of the 
Santa Susanna Stakes ($3,500 added, 3-year-old 
fillies, six furlongs). Patty Cake (113) was sec- 
ond choice to the Foxcatcher Farms Stable’s 
Manatelia (116), but the stretch running indi- 
cated that the Virginia filly was short, and she 
failed to share in the purse division. Milky Way 
Farm Stable’s Will Do (110), by Stimulus, went 
out to make the pace, and was closely followed 
by Manatella, which drew out a couple of lengths 


ahead of the others. Tranquility Farm Stable’s 
Alice G. (113), by Macaw, and Patty Cake were 
third and fourth in the early running. At the end 
of a half-mile the order remained the same, but 
the two leaders weakened shortly thereafter and 
left Alice G., ridden by Basil James, and Patty 
Cake, with A. Gray up, to battle through the 
stretch. At the eighth pole they were head-and- 
head, but Patty Cake proved the better and drew 
out to win by two lengths. Alice G., which has 
now been first or second in each of her last nine 
starts, was a half-length ahead of Mrs. Charles S. 
Howard’s Coramine (116). The latter ran a 
splendid race. Getting off slowly, she had suf- 
fered early interference, and at the end of a 
half-mile was still tenth in the field of 11. 
Through the last quarter she was outrunning 
everything else by a wide margin. Royal Countess 
(113), owned by the Bedford Stock Farm Stable, 


was fourth, half a length behind Coramine. The 
others, in order, were Manatella, Brown Jade 
(110), Per Cent (110), Planetoid (1138), Wise 


Beauty (113), Will Do, Irrepressible (113). Time, 
72225, :4635, 1:1215, track fast. Stakes division,

Patty Cake was foaled March 22, 1934 (when 
her dam was 18 years old), and sold for $6,600 
at Saratoga in August, 1935. At two she started 
nine times, won four races, was twice second, 
once third, earning $2,525. The Santa Susanna 
was her first start at three. Her dam, Batter 
Cake, won the Cincinnati Trophy and one other 
race and has also produced the winners Boys 
Howdy (eight wins and $21,930, including Turis- 
mo Cup, Cuban Grand National Handicap), 
Breakfast Bell (Nassau, Amsterdam Stakes, 
and dam of three winners), Buckwheat Cake 
(also second in Kentucky Oaks, third in Latonia 
Oaks, and dam of the winner Brown Molasses), 
Blind Love, Bonny Maureen, and Bethlehemstar, 
and the producers Bess Cake and Blackeyed 
Kathleen. *Macaroon also produced the winners 
Betty Beall (Fort Thomas Handicap, and dam 
of the stakes winner and producer Baba Kenny), 
Blowing Bubbles, Black Betty (also producer), 
Brilliant Cast, Boone’s Knoll, and *Butterscotch 
II, and the producer *Biscuit Tortoni, dam of six 
winners. The third dam, St. Rosalia, was half- 
sister to Doricles, winner St. Leger and other 
important English stakes. 


DEL MAR DATES 

Formal application for dates will be made 
within a few days by the Del Mar Turf Club, a 
few miles from San Diego, it was announced last 
week by William A. Quigley, who will be director 
of racing at the new course. The track plans a 
25-day meeting opening July 23. 


SANTA ANITA HANDICAP HORSES 
Firethorn, Walter M. Jeffords’ candidate for 


the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, arrived at 
the Arcadia track Friday, January 8, along with 


six other horses. Trainer Preston M. Burch, who 
shipped the racers from Columbia, S. C., probably 
will have Firethorn ready to race within the 
next three or four weeks. 

Time Supply, owned by Mrs. Frank A. Car- 
reaud, appears to be definitely out of the big 
race, and newspapers have stated that War 
Glory, owned by Mr. Carreaud, is not likely to 
start. Mr. Carreaud demurs on the latter story. 
War Glory, he says, ‘never was sounder in his 
life. He will start within three weeks.” Top Row 
is another doubtful starter. Indian Broom, Major 
A. C. Taylor’s West Coast hero, is attracting at- 
tention in the winter books. 


HANDBOOK LEGISLATION 

California’s legislature in session at Sacra- 
mento last week was having all sorts of ideas on 
legislation for the control of handbooks. 

On January 5 Assemblyman Gene Flint of Los 
Angeles County announced (but did not formally 
introduce) a bill authorizing licensing of book- 
makers, with the State collecting 6 per cent of 
all money wagered. Flint would set the license 
fee of $1,500 anually, place bookmakers under 
$25,000 bond, would let them take bets on any 
athletic contests. 

The next day Assemblyman Samuel W. Yorty 
of Los Angeles introduced his bill providing for 
the establishment of a state-owned syndicate of 
bookmakers from which the old age pension fund 
would get 12 per cent of all bets and all the 
breakage. Mr. Yorty estimated his bill would 
yield $65,520,000 annually. 

On January 7 another assemblyman, Fred 
Reaves, of San Pedro, came forward with a bill. 
He proposes that bookmakers be licensed at the 
rate of $1,000 a year, carry $10,000 bond, and 
that acceptance of wagers by anyone not licensed 
be made punishable by a prison sentence. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 


BENNING TRACK 

EPORTS from Washington, D. C., indicate 

that among graver matters the seventy-fifth 
Congress may deliberate over introduction of 
legislation which would permit pari-mutuel bet- 
ting on horse races in the District of Columbia. 
Walter O'Hara has for some time been interested 
in the old Benning track, now fallen into decay, 
but capable of being put in shape again without 
a great deal of work. Maryland legislators, see- 
ing competition with Maryland tracks a proba- 
bility, are reported to be against such legislation.

TEXAS 

AUSTIN AND SAN ANTONIO 

HILE anti-racing forces gather in Austin, 

with repeal of Texas’ betting law a distinct 
possibility, Alamo Downs officials engage in their 
own bickerings with San Antonio bookmakers. 
On January 4 Gov. James V. Allred (who made 
the same statement in 1936) said he would ask 
the Legislature which convenes June 12 to repeal 
the pari-mutuel law, would also ask legislation 
to curb bookmakers. General expectation, ac- 
cording to Texas legislators, was that the repeal 
measure might pass the House, would hardly get 
through the Senate. Opponents of racing are 
taking the familiar position that Texas’ current 
craze for betting in illegal fashion can be curbed 
only by outlawing legal forms. 

Some time ago Alamo Downs was reported to 
have hired bookmakers’ assistants and clerks to 
work at the pari-mutuel windows, as a com- 
pensatory measure for asking bookmakers to 
close during the Alamo Downs meeting. This 
winter no such agreement has been reached, and 
President Raymond Russell attributes the track’s 
lack of success in its first week to the fact that 
bcokmakers have violated a promise to close 
during the meeting. The sheriff, said President 
Russell, had promised to close up any establish- 
ments which remained open, but a track repre- 
sentative, on a tour of inspection, found eight 
separate San Antonio bookmakers to take his 
bets. On January 5, Alamo Downs officials were 
seriously considering calling Texas Rangers in to 
do what local officials were either unable or un- 
willing to do. The entire situation, placing legal 
racing authorities in the light of being quite 
willing to form working agreements with illegal 
gambling establishments, and showing local au- 
herities to be negligent, incompetent, or worse, 
could hardly fail to be gratifying to opponents 
of legal racing. 

NEW COMMISSION CHAIRMAN 

Dolph Briscoe, of Uvalde, Texas, was appointed 
chairman of the Texas Racing Commission Janu- 
ary 4, after Jay Taylor, of Amarillo, who had 
accepted the position, reconsidered and declined, 
saying he could noi give the position the time 
it demanded. Mr. Briscoe was formerly presi- 
dent of the Texas Southwestern Cattle Raisers’ 
Association. 


DAVID BUTLER, Shirley Temple’s director, bought 
three yearlings last year.

Werthington Farms, Glynden, Maryland 
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B. Saunders, Al Worley, Benjamin F. Paty, and 
numerous newspaper men. 

The business sessions began Tuesday morning, 
the visitors receiving from Senator Samuel Hil- 
burn a welcome to which Beverley Broun, chair- 
man of the West Virginia commission, responded. 
Walter H. Donovan, retiring president, now dis- 
placed on the Florida Racing Commission, pre- 
sided, and in his opening address stressed the 
value of the American Turf Alliance, for whose 
organization he is largely responsible. Mr. Dono- 
van reviewed the success of the previous year’s 
program of the N. A. S. R. C. He urged a single 
registration of colors to replace the registration 
by states, as now prevails. He suggested that 
further efforts be made to establish a national 
trainers’ board; that more research be done to- 
ward making saliva tests foolproof; and that a 
uniform apprentice rule should be adopted. 

A letter from Arthur B. Hancock restated the 
recommendations, previously made by the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred Breeders Association, for uni- 
form stakes closing dates and more races for 
fillies. Major Stryker and James Fitzsimmons, 
speaking for the American Trainers’ Association, 
presented the results of a questionnaire, report- 
ing that trainers favor an apprentice rule similar 
to that proposed by John Sloan of the New York 
commission, an increased number of graded han- 
dicaps, as at Pimlico, abolition of jockey agents, 
establishment of a national trainers’ board, 
higher weights in all races, and discontinuance 
of the use of ‘dogs’? on muddy tracks. 

The trainers’ committee also urged the use of 
central laboratories for making analyses of 
saliva specimens. They suggested that the 
saliva speciments be taken in the presence of a 
steward who would receive two unmarked 
samples, of which he would mark one and send 
it to the chemist, the other to become the prop- 
erty of the horse’s trainer, who may have it 
analyzed, if he wishes, in case of a positive 
finding. The identity of the specimens would be 
known only to the steward and the samples 
would be handled only by him and the chemist. 

Mr. Broun spoke against the lengthy post 
parades common at some tracks. Herbert Bayard 
Swope, chairman of the New York commission, 
reported by letter that no progress had been 
made on the proposed series of international 
races. 

INDIANA NEEDS REVENUE 

Reports from Indianapolis last week indicated 
a considerable probability that legislation per- 
mitting pari-muuel betting on horses would come 
before the Indiana General Assembly during the 
current session. Representative William J. Black 
said he would introduce a pari-mutuel bill, had 
high hopes of passage. Last year a bill providing 
for legalization of betting failed by three votes 
to carry, but had a provision for dog racing 
tacked to it. The dog racing clause will not 
be included in the 1937 bill. Representative 
Black said his bill provided tentatively for a 7 
per cent take-out by the State (or twice as much 
as is taken by any other state except California, 
which takes 4 per cent), said also, “I think 
people are becoming liberal in their attitude 
toward things like this.’””’ He estimated the reve- 
nue value of the bili at $700,000, much needed in 
Indiana because of new funds necessitated by the 
social security program of the national govern- 
ment. 
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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, DECEMBER 27. 


TYP to date, we have experienced no severe 

winter weather, but if the prophets of evil 
are correct, and we have a hard spell in Febru- 
ary, we may be thinking that the Lincolnshire 
Handicap entries which have been kept in trim 
with hurdling will have a pull over their rivals 
in the big handicap on March 17. There is always 
much talk about the hurdlers having the advan- 
tage of fitness for the Carholme test, yet the rec- 
ords do not encourage backers to search among 
the timber-toppers for the likely winner. The 
last hurdler to win the Lincoln was the then 4- 
year-old Furious, in 1920. He won four times over 
the sticks prior to taking the big handicap, and 
was third in the Gatwick Champion Hurdle Chal- 
lenge Cup three weeks before the flat race. 


Seven of the entries for the coming Lincoln- 
shire Handicap have run over hurdles recently, 
namely Fleetfoot, Lost Scent, Swiftsure, Oo-er, 
Vasistas, British Quota, and Desert Cloud. None 
has distinguished himself under National Hunt 
rules as yet. 


Truth to tell, we have no great ‘mixers’ in 
training nowadays. Ben Warner's Free Fare is 
probably the best, but he is a wayward customer 
and not to be greatly relied upon under either 
code. Ruling out old Brown Jack, which did not 
return to the winter game when he had proved 
himself on the flat, the three best all-rounders 
that I can recall were the entire horses *Wrack, 
Trespasser, and Jugo. 

Wrack, which used to carry the colors of the 
late Lord Rosebery, was a wonder over the sticks, 
and his spell at hurdling had the effect of giving 
him greater zest for his races on the flat. They 
were sparkling performances which he put up in 
winning the Newbury Spring Cups of 1914 and 
1915. It was in the autumn of the latter year, 
when he was 6 years old, that he was exported 
to the States. As I remember *Wrack, he was 
by no means a big horse to shoulder the big 
weights over the sticks, but his stud record in 
America is clear proof that his exertions took no 
undue toll of his vitality. 

Trespasser was the best hurdler I have ever 
seen. He was never beaten at the game, and won 
three Imperial Cups at Sandown Park. On the 
flat, he was good enough to win such class events 
as the Queen's Prize and Salisbury Cup, and he 
put up many great performances in defeat. Tres- 
passer has been moderately successful at stud 
but has got nothing in his own class as a timber- 
topper. 

Very few horses have made more frequent ap- 
pearances on a race course than did the gallant 
Jugo. Son-in-Law never got a sounder-limbed 
horse than this, and every time I saw him he 
looked fit enough to run for a kingdom. He was 
as handsome as they are made, as game and 
genuine as he was good-looking. The only blem- 
ish on Jugo was the fact that he was tubed, yet 
this did not prevent his putting up sterling per- 
formances on the flat and over hurdles. His vic- 
tory under 126 pounds in the Great Metropolitan 
Stakes when a 5-year-old in 1929 was far and 
away the best performance I have ever seen in 
the Epsom long-distance handicap. Jugo has 
been at stud in South Africa for the past two 
or three seasons, and it will please me immensely 
if he gets some good stock.

Miss Joyce did not attend the Derby meeting. 


Mr. Book 


AM indebted to the British Bloodstock Agency 

for a copy of Friedrich Becker’s monumental 
work, The Breed of the Racehorse, Its Develop- 
ments and Transformations. The book is not 
what I should term light reading for the Christ- 
mas vacation, but it is an important contribution 
to the literature on Thoroughbred breeding. In 
the main, Mr. Becker seems to be concerned with 
destructive criticism, and the complacent stud 
master who is content to pursue time-honored 
mating methods is taken severely to task in the 
chapters on ‘Maternal vs. Paternal Influence,” 
“Inbreeding and Outcrossing,” Saturation and 
Congestion.”” Incidentally, he must be a particu- 
larly erudite stud master who understands all the 
author’s language, and a mathematician of no 
ordinary ability if he can make head or tail of 
some of Mr. Becker's statistics. 

My knowledge of the science of Thoroughbred 
breeding is not profound enough to justify me in 
crossing swords with Mr. Becker, but it certainly 
seems to me that in pulling down the theories 
that have been accepted for generations, he sup- 
plies no adequate alternative ideas. As a judge 
of the track achievements of the British race 
horse over a period of some 30 years, I can 
write with as much, or perhaps greater, author- 
ity than Mr. Becker, and I certainly cannot share 
his rather mournful view of the present calibre 
of our stock, nor agree with his conclusions “how 
further setbacks in the standard of the British 
Thoroughbred may be averted.” 


DELAWARE’S TRACK 

Delaware Park, backed by William du Pont 
and others, will open in July, according to present 
expectation of its operators.

George H. (Pete) Bostwick’s Castle 
Irwell is another well known absentee, Mr. Bost- 
wick having concluded that the course is too long 
for his jumper’s staying power. It will be the 
first time in four years that ‘Pete’ has failed to 
have a mount in the National. Davy Jones, the 
tubed jumper which would have won last year’s 
running but for breaking a bridle rein at the 
final jump and running off the course, is again 
among the entries, but has an injured fore leg 
which makes him a doubtful starter. 


Ten of the nominees are American-owned, five 
have raced in America, five are American-bred. 
The American-owned horses are John Hay Whit- 
ney’s Double Crossed, which was eighth among 
the 10 horses which finished last year; J. B. 
Snow’s Delaneige (second in the 1934 renewal), 
Delachance, and Bagatelle II; Jesse Metcalf’s 7- 
year-old Kiltoi; Mrs. Randolph Scott’s Battleship, 
a stallion with excellent credentials from his 
American races; Frank M. Gould’s What Have 
You, another good jumper in America; Paul Mel- 
lon’s Drinmore Lad; Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Flying Minutes; and Louis E. Stoddard, Jr.’s Free 
Wheeler, which won two hurdle races in England 
last year. 


The American-bred entries are Bagatelle (II in 
England), Battleship, Free Wheeler, What Have 
You, and Flying Minutes. Bagatelle is a 10-year- 
old gelding by Fair Play out of *Catalpa, by 
Tracery, and is therefore a brother to Catalan, 
Best Play (winner of Belmont Park’s Grand Na- 
tional Steeplechase), and Claptrap, and half- 
brother to The Pelican and other good winners. 
He was a flat race winner in America and later

THE RETURN OF BOXTHORN 

On July 10, 1935, Col. E. R. Bradiey’s 3-year- 
old Boxthorn won the Commonwealth Stakes at 
Suffolk Downs, pulled up with a badly bowed 
tendon. A year later young Edward Janss, Jr., 
of California, purchased Boxthorn, to install him 
as a stallion at his Conejo Ranch.

Last Saturday, January 9, the fourth race at 
Santa Anita Park was won by Boxthorn, carry- 
ing top weight of 118 pounds, ridden by G. Woolf, 
trained by G. Philpot. It was his first start since 
he bowed a tendon a year and a half ago. The 
son of Blue Larkspur ran the six furlongs in 
1:11, wen in hand, by five lengths. He is point- 
ing for the Santa Anita Handicap. 


KNEBELKAMP TO SHAW 

C. H. (Pat) Knebelkamp recently sold the good 
miler King Saxon to A. B. Spreckels III, who 
turned over the Saxon horse to Charles Shaw to 
train. On January 4 at Santa Anita, King 
Saxon’'s new trainer said of him: 


We call him “Davey” around the barn. He knows 
the name.

MOON BLINDNESS 


Editor’s note: The following story, containing 
an appeal for cooperation in the effort to control 
periodic ophthalmia, was send out last week from 
the offices of the Horse and Mule Association of 
America. 


OU may be the next to have a good horse 

go blind, for this disease, while not general, 
is widespread. It has been known and described 
for more than 2,000 years, but has baffled veteri- 
narians and research investigators in a dozen or 
more nations, and its cause is still unknown. 

Because it affects all classes of horses and 
mules, and appears to be increasing, the Horse 
and Mule Association of America has undertaken 
a nation-wide study of the disease, with a view 
of gathering facts about where it occurs and 
what the conditions are where it appears, which 
can serve as the basis for some practical work 
along preventive lines. 

The association had Dr. C. J. Marshall of the 
Veterinary School of Pennsylvania summarize 
all known research and veterinary knowledge 
down to November 1, 1936; arranged with Col. 
R. J. Foster, Chief of the Veterinary Corps, U. S. 
Army, te prepare a statistical study of the oc- 
currence of the disease among all U. S. Army 
horses for the past 13 years, which has been 
completed. The association has also received re- 
ports from state veterinarians, and agricultural 
colleges, from every state in the union, as to the 
occurrence of this disease in their states. 

All this has been done, but it is only the be- 
ginning. The urgent need is for thousands of 
reports from men who have had the disease 
among their horses, or who know of animals in 


their localities that are, or have been, affected. 

Mass data are needed, to permit the association 
to map the areas where the disease occurs most 
numerously and frequently. A nutritional de- 
ficiency may be the cause, and area studies will 
help determine whether this is true. 

Names and addresses of correspondents will 
not be disclosed to anyone, as Wayne Dinsmore, 
secretary of the association, realizes that full 
information will not be forthcoming except under 
pledge of secrecy as to identities, which will 
be kept.

Your cooperation now 
may save some of your own horses in the future.

WO complete sets of statistics on sires of win- 

ners in North America are published annual- 
ly, one by THE BLOOD-HORSE, the other by the 
American Racing Manual, compiled in the office 
of Daily Racing Form (Chicago). THE BLOOD- 
HORSE figures take account of first monies only, 
following the custom of most countries where 
racing is a prominent sport. The Manual counts 
all monies. This week THE BLOOD-HORSE pub- 
lishes its complete list of sires of winners and 
also the list of the leading 20 sires as compiled 
for the Manual. As usual, the two lists corre- 
spond except for minor variations in the order of 
precedence. 


(Through the courtesy of R. J. Brooks, editor 
of Daily Racing Form, the Manual figures, before 
being published, have been checked against THE 
BLOOD-HORSE statistics for each of the last sev- 
eral years. Since the checking for 1936 has not 
yet been completed, a few changes may be neces- 
sary later.) 


Leading sire of 1936, in both tabulations, is 
*Sickle, son of Phalaris and the famous mare 
Selene, by Chaucer, standing at Joseph E. Wide- 
ner’s Elmendorf Farm, Lexington. *Sickle, foaled 
in 1924, raced in England at two and three, win- 
ning the Prince of Wales’, Boscawen, and Mersey 
Stakes, finishing second in the Middle Park, New, 
Union Jack, and July Stakes, third in the Two 
Thousand Guineas and Champagne Stakes. He 
made his first stud season in England in 1929, 
and later that year was brought to America by 
Mr. Widener, who installed him at Elmendorf 
Farm. *Sickle first stood in America as the 
property of Lord Derby, under lease to Mr. Wide- 
ner, with option to purchase. In the fall of 1932 
Mr. Widener had seen enough of the get of 
*Sickle to persuade him to close the deal. Ac- 
cordingly he paid Lord Derby £20,000 ($100,000) 
for the young horse which has now become the 
leading sire. 


Leading winners among the representatives of 
*Sickle last year were the 2-year-old Reaping 
Reward, winner of the New England Futurity 
and Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, and the 3- 
year-old Brevity, winner of the Florida Derby. 
Unsoundness interrupted the career of Brevity 
early in the year, and thus *Sickle was deprived 
of his representation during the period when most 
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WINNERS IN ENGLAND 


Four of the sires on the list of the lead- 
ing 20 in America were also represented by 
winners of flat races in England last year. 
Several of these winners were among the 
highest-class horses racing in that country, 
and they should be taken into account in 
appraising the value of their American 
sires. The following table shows the Ameri- 
can plus the English flat race totals, first 
monies only, with the pound sterling figured 
at $5.

of the rich 3-year-old races were being run. 
Other stakes winners by *Sickle during 1936 were 
Tempestuous (which won 11 races), Mower, 
Cycle, and Dressy. 


The placing of *Sickle at the top of the sire 
list will probably be followed by considerable dis- 
cussion based on the fact that Brevity is regis- 
tered as having been sired by Chance Shot or 
“Sickle. In the case of doubtful parentage of 
this sort, it is the custom of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
and of the American Racing Manual to ignore 
the first sire and credit the winner to the second. 
(In former years the Manual listed such winners 
separately, but indexed them under the name of 
the first sire.) In this particular case, the dates 
of breeding and foaling leave little doubt as to 
whether Brevity was sired by *Sickle. 


*Sickle stands first on the American sire list, 
and his brother, *Pharamond II, located at Hal 
Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexington, is 
seventh. This forms a remarkable parallel to 
two other sons of Phalaris, the brothers Fairway 
and Pharos, which are first and third respec- 
tively on the list of English sires of flat race 
winners in 1936. Pharos also stands second to 
Massine on the sire list in France for 1936, thus 
fortifying his position as an outstanding Euro- 
pean sire. 


Second on the list of sires is the prolific Stimu- 
lus, by Ultimus—-Hurakan, by Uncle, owned joint- 
ly by Marshall Field and Arthur B. Hancock, and 
standing at Mr. Hancock's Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky. Stimulus has been among the leading five in 
each of the last four years, and his rank for 1936 
was his closest approach to the leadership. Stim- 
ulus regularly leads all other sires in number of 
winners and number of races won by his get.

If the winning races credited to each sire on 
the subjoined list are added they will be found 
to total 15,410, but THE BLOOD-HORSE statistics 
show 70 dead heats for first place during the 
year, and each of the horses participating in 
these dead heats is credited with a win. Thus

the actual number of races run was 15,340, a 
smaller number than in 1935. 

The number of winners for 1936 is probably 
an American record. The amount of money dis- 
tributed in first monies (which constitute about 
75 per cent of the total distribution) was slightly 
larger than in 1935, as was the average amount 
of first money per race. However, the average 
per race is low by comparison with less prosper- 
ous years of the American Turf, and was well 
below the $700 average of 1932, in the depths 
of the depression. The wages of horses were cut 
badiy during the depression, and have not yet 
been restored, though the sport is having pros- 
perity in nearly all sections of the country.
